Buck fast Abbey. 


The consecration of Buckfast, which will 
take place shortly, coincides. with the 
jubilee of the return of the monks to the 
famous site, The first abbey is believed 
to have been founded in the middle of the 
sixth century, and in the twelfth century 
a famous Cistercian house stood there. 
The present order at Buckfast are Bene- 
dictines, and before the War they were 
mostly of German or Austrian extraction. 
In 1906 two of the brethren started the 
actual work of rebuilding, and, with the 
exception of such work as quarrying and 
the making of the stained glass windows, 
it was entirely carried out by monks. 
Among many treasures, such as rings, 
remains of statues, and the bones of 
former monks, buried in stone coffins, the 
new owners found the original plans 
among the ruins. From these a lay archi- 
tect drew up the plans of the present 
foundation. At the ceremony fourteen 
bishops will officiate at the consecration .f 
. the fourteen altars. 


Religion in the North. 


A few days ago I came across a list of 
the various religious denominations in the 
North of Ireland during the early part of 
the last century, and I came to the con- 
clusion that, if there was ever a conscien- 
tious worker, he must have been in charge 
of the census.

hair-breadth escapes from calamity. It 
appears from a recent investigation that 
more than half of the drivers of Parisian 
taxi-cabs are recruited from outside 
France. No fewer than 10,318 out of a 
total of 19,572 are of foreign birth, and 
of the foreigners 60 per cent. are of 
Russian nationality. Of the remainder, 
some 20 per cent. are Italians, and the 
rest comprises Americans, Swiss, Belgians, 
Spaniards and English. Some visitors 
probably would be delighted to encounter 
an English-speaking taxi-driver in Paris, 
more especially if there had been a 
previous encounter with either a native 
or a Russian. From these figures it would 
appear as if the ranks of Paris taxi- 
drivers are recruited much more widely 
than those of London, although there are 
growls from the Londoners about the 
‘invasion’ of foreigners. 


Hurdy Gurdy's Case. 


In one of the satirical productions once 
(so popular in Dublin, but now as dea 

as any nail, however pointed, I found a 
most ‘interesting account of an imaginary 
law suit called “ King v. Hurdy Gurdy.’ 
Unlike most of its fellow-leaflets, this bit 
of writing was in prose, and it told the 
world that Hurdy Gurdy, alias Barre! 
Organ, was charged with “ publishing, and 
causing to be published, a certain false, 
‘wicked, scandalous and malicious noise. 
clamour, sound, uproar, vibration and con- 
cussion of the air in the streets of Dublin.”’ 
The names of the jurors were all given, 
and some of them are worth repeating. 
The foreman was one Tallyho Turncoat, 
of Mount Changeable; others were 
Tremble Cautious Panic, Esq., and Wiley 
Manydouble. The chief objection, how- 
ever, was not to the noise made by the 
barrel organ, but rather to the tunes it 
played; for, though it—or, rather, he— 
| played “ God Save the King’’ and “Rule, 
| Britannia,” he also filled the street with 
| the airs called “ The Volunteer’s March ' 
land “The White Cockade,” Evidence 
was given for the defence by a gentleman 
known as French Horn, and Echo was 
taken into custody. The sentence was a 
heavy one; for Hurdy Gurdy was quite 
impenitent. ‘'So long as a peg is left in 
me,” he said, “I will in no wise change 
my tunes.” It would be interesting to 
know just what occurrence called forth 
| this bit of satire; there was a time when 


any happening of local interest was 
| commemorated by some such production, 
| though usually the writer used verse ar 


| his medium. 


| Grasshoppers. 


One of the most pleasant and familiar 
sounds in a field or garden on a summer 


but it requires keen eyesight to locate the 


greenery in the most subtle fashion. The 
noise 1s made by the male, who draws his 
left wing across his right in much the 
same way as a bow is drawn across the 
strings of a violin. It conveys, of course, 
the grasehopper’s tribute of admiration 
to the female of the species. 

I had always looked on the grasshopper 
as a comparatively harmless insect until 
an American friend told me something of 
the damage that he does in the Southern 
States. bá year three-fourths of the 
crops on four million acres in South 
Dakota and Nebraska were completely de- 
stroved by grasshoppers, which will eat 
anything and everything. Congress, it is 
| expected, will provide several million 
| dollars this season to enable farmers to 

purchase poison bran mash, which is the 
only effective means of dealing with the 
| plagne. { understand that a pile of dead 
grasshoppers the size of a corn sack is a 
| common sight in Colorado during the late 
'summer. Fortunately, the American variety 
| of the insect, which is closely allied to the 
locust and the katydid, has never obtained 
a footing in these countries.

FATIGUED with six years of literary 
work in London, and, perhaps, feel- 
ing that some respite from the strain of 
his “ The Apes of God ” was due to the 
reader as well as to himself, Mr.

A 
very diverting affair he has made vf 
his holiday, which would be even more 
to our taste if we were not per- 
turbed by a spasmodic style that, never- 
theless, builds up a wonderful picture of 
‘‘ Islamic sensations.’’

ROFESSOR STEWART’S brilliant 
study of the history of what he terms 
Modernism—that is to say, his particular 
interpretation of the par Ea interest 
many, while his obvious sincerity and 
striving after impartiality will soothe 
those whom he must offend. This book is 
really a series of biographies of eminent 
thinkers who have challenged and fought 
the religious authority of their day in the 
cause of intellectua] freedom. Professor 
Stewart surveys the careers and influence 
of many of the most celebrated reformers 
and philosophers who, he thinks, ma 
best exemplify that critical spirit which 
he associates with Modernism and spiritual 
freedom, and has made good choice of his 
subjects. The range is from Bruno and 
Galileo down to such stormy petrels of 
the See of Peter as the Abbé Loisy and 
Father George Tyrrell, all of whom aimed 
more or less at that which, according to 
Professor Stewart, is true Modernism.

Attempt to Recover 
Drifting Beat.

DUNDALK, Friday. 


James Rice, aged 354, one of a crew of five, 
who had been salmon fishing in the Dundalk 
River throughout the night, was drowned 
just before five o'clock this morning. when 
attempting to recover the boat which was 
drifting out to sea. 

The crew, which consisted of James, Peter 
and Bernard Rice, Michael Cumiske and Hugh 
Byrne, were standing on the sand, and their 
boat was at rest in the river near the Rock 
Hole, opposite Bellurgan, at the mouth of 


Dundalk Bay. The tide was running out, and 
it was noticed that the boat had commenced 
to drift. 

James Rice, who was a strong swimmer, 
immediately threw off his coat and, despite 
a Warning by his brother, started to swim 
to the boat, which was in an eddy near the 
jetty wall. Hé was swimmifig against ‘the 
tide, and was about forty or fifty yards from 
the boat, when he suddenly fing up his hands 
and shouted: ''Í am going dowh. '. His voice 
was strong, and he was heard clearly by 
his companions.

THE REV. F. J. HAMILTON. D.D. 


The Rev. Frederick John Hamilton, whose 
death occurred while on holiday at Weston- 
super-Mare, was born at Eastershow Rectory, 
County Roscommon, second son of the Rev.

Hamilton was a graduate of Trinity College, 
Dublin, where Le had a successful career, being 
Respondent in his B.A. degree, besides 
taking the Wall Bible Scholarship, Hebrew 

rise (ist), Chaldes and Syriac Ist prize. 

e came first in the first class in Divinity 
Testimonium, with the later degrees of B.D. 
and D.D. The thesis for which he received 
the last degree was a translation of a Syriac 
manuscript in the British Museum, which had 
never before been translated into English. 
He was also a B.D. of London University, 
and was ordained in 1878. Dr. Hamilton, 
who was for more than 17 years, up to 1929, 
| editor of Zhe English Churchman, enjoyed 
a world-wide reputation as a Hebrew and 
Syriac scholar. In 1899, in collaboration 
with Mr. E. W. Brooks, a well-known autho- 
rity on history, and at the request of Dr. Bury, 
Regius Professor of History at Cambridge, 
he translated the Chronicle of Zachariah of 
Mitylene, one of a series of Byzantine texts 
which at the time Dr. Bury was editing.

“ Neither party was able to depart from 
the position taken up in the published 
despatches.’’ Thus the hopes roused by 
President de Valera’s sudden visit to 
London have been dashed swiftly to the 
ground. The. only result of his visit is 
a further proof that the British Govern- 
ment desires most earnestly to avoid 
conflict with the Free State and is willing 
to make every possible concession. Mr. 
de Valera, it seems, persists in his demand 
for the impossible. He could have obtained 
impartial arbitration within the Common- 
wealth—the only arbitration which any 
British Government could offer. He has 
refused it, and so, for the sake of his 
punctilio, dooms the Free State to economic 
disaster. The British duty of twenty per 
cent, is effective now, and already has struck 
a heavy blow at the Free State’s cattle and 
shipping industries. Mr. de Valera’s 
retaliatory measures will be effective next 
week, Between the two the Free State’s 
welfare will be crushed as between an 
upper and a nether millstone. Even now, 
perhaps, Mr. de Valera can save the 
situation. If he fails to save it, he will 
have accepted a terrible responsibility, 


The Railway Problem. 


The railways furnish one of the great 
economic of our age; for, 
although they are no longer a paying 
concern, they remain a vital service 
to national industry. In the past 
transport problems have tended to solve 
themselves; but it must be remembered 
that goods and passenger traffic were 
not divorced in the manner to which we 
are accustomed to-day. The coach which 
took Tom Brown to school conveyed his 
luggage; even if Tom had been wealthy 
enough to “ post,” his impedimenta still 
must have been brought to him by horse- 
flesh. Things to-day are very different. 
A citizen will drive or fly to his destina- 
tion, and will expect his belongings to 
follow him by rail with prompt despatch. 
A more cogent factor, which was compara- 
tively unknown two hundred years ago, is 
the conveyance of goods in bulk. The 
camel, the ass and the horse since the 
birth of history have been adequate porters

of the East’s merchandise ; what string of 


camels or horses in our complex times 
could convey the pig-iron or food-stuffs 
which modern communities wish to inter- 
change? In Europe, while we have done 
much to replace the railways in the carry- 
ing of passengers and light goods, we have 
failed to take over their responsibilities 
where live-stock and heavy manufactures 
are concerned, 

Ireland cannot permit her railways to 
disappear, because without them the 
adequate conveyance of her chief 
product, live-stock, would not be possible. 
Yet, if a consistent inaction is any guide, 
the Free State Government has failed to 
recognise this fact. For years the traffic 
returns of the Irish railways have shown 
heavy decreases. In the case of the Great 
Southern the revenue fell during the first 
six months of this year by £133,300, in 
spite of the assistance rendered by the 
Eucharistic Congress; the Great Northern 
recorded a drop of £57,550. So grave ir 
the situation that, unless prompt and 
far-reaching steps are taken at once, 
the Irish railways shortly must cease 
to operate for sheer lack of means 
to pay their wages bill. On the 
ninth of this month the Irish Associated 
Railways frankly put the position before 
their employés. The alternatives, of 
course, are the acceptance of lower wages 
by the men and wholesale dismissals. If 
the men are wise, they will choose the 
former, since half a loaf is better than 
no bread. Bitter experience has brought 
prudence, and there is reason to suppose 
that the men will adopt the wiser course— 
indeed, the only course open to them. 

It would be idle to pretend that the 
railways, whether in Ireland, England or 
elsewhere, always have made the most of 
their limited opportunities; but this 
criticism is not germane to-day. 
Wastage has been virtually eliminated, 
and costs have been cut to the 
bone; the railways now can do 
little more to help themselves except,

The Special Duties Order. 


A remarkable parliamentary situation 
has arisen with regard to the imposition 
the Irish special duties. They are imposed 
under an Order which is valid only { 
twenty-eight days, unless it is confirmed 
by the House of Commons within that 
period. This Order can be continued 
revoked by another under the same co: 
ditions, but the twenty-eight days do not 
run while Parliament is not in session, 
and there will be no Parliament again for 
over three months. The situation, ther 
fore, is that, when the members re- 
assemble in October, their first task will 
be to confirm the Order imposing the 
duties.

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“H the present state of affairs con- 
tinues, we shall have no alternative but to 
tie-up some of our vessels and pay off the 
crews. There will also be a very con- 
siderable fall in the wages paid to dock 
labourers.”” This was the opinion ex- 
pressed by Mr. David Barry, O.B.E., 
Chairman of the British and Irish Steam 
Packet Company, in an interview with an 
Irish Times representative, when he dis- 
cussed the effect of the British tariffs on 
Free State live-stock in the Port of 
Dublin. 

“ Yesterday,’’ continued Mr. Barry, 
“we had three ships under steam to carry 
away live-stock from the Dublin Cattle 
Market, but only one of these vessels was 
eventually required. We exported twenty- 
nine head of cattle and 956 lambs, as com- 

ared with the figures of the previous 

hursday—1,456 cattle and 3,942 lambs. 
A contemporary of ours,” he concluded, 
““one of the largest shipping companies rn 
the export trade, did not carry a single 
beast yesterday. The position is a very 
serious one and is causing us all a great 
deal of worry and foreboding.”’ 

The verdict of another prominent Dublin 
ship-owner was equally depressing. “ The 
outlook in the live-stock export trade,’’ 
he said, “is very black indeed. Our 
records of the number of cattle exported 
yesterday show a very sensational drop as 
compared with the Thursday of last week. 
Any escape from this new embargo would 
be welcomed by the shipping industry.” 

A marked decrease in the number of 
cattle exported was reported by the 
London, Midland and Scottish Company, 
and everyone was agreed that last Thurs- 
day was the most depressing market day 
experienced in Dublin shipping circles 
for over a decade. 

As the tariffs did not become operative 
until midnight, it was believed last Thurs- 
day in Dublin that there would be a last- 
minute rush of live-stock for export. It 
was learned, however, that four o’clock 
in the afternoon was the latest hour con- 
venient to clear the Customs. The only 
hope left to many by this intelligence was 
to rush their beasts into Northern Ireland, 
and this was done. Six special trains 
that evening carried live-stock from 
Amiens Street Station to Belfast. It is 
estimated that nearly three thousand 
cattle crossed the border in that way just 
before the new embargo came into opera- 


tion. 


WORLD ECONOMIC 
CONFERENCE. 
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THE IRISH LAND 
ANNUITIES. 


The Irish Affairs Sub-committee of the 
Cabinet met at 10 Downing street at five 
o’clock yesterday, preparatory to the con- 
ference with Mr. de Valera, says The 
Times Parliamentary Correspondent. It 
is uhderstood that the proposal which Mr. 
Norton put forward at the conference on 
Thursday night was for the setting up of 
a body-of four members, two to be nomi- 
nated by the British Government and two 
by the Free State, with an independent 
chairman drawn from within the Empire. 
This, it was contended, would conform to 
the condition of the British Government 
for an Empire tribunal. But where Mr. 
Norton’s proposal was found to be alto- 
gether unacceptable was that this tribunal 
was merely to examine, discuss and report 
on the financial matters in dispute. Its 
findings were not necessarily to be binding 
on either side, and it was felt that it 
could not, therefore, be called an arbitra- 
tion tribunal. It would not be the sort of 
body which was contemplated in the reso- 
lution of the last Imperial Conference. 

It may be recalled that Sir Stafford 
Cripps, who has taken an active part in 
the recent Irish negotiations, in his 
speech in the House of Commons last 
week during the committee stage of 
the Irish Free State Special Duties 
Money Resolution, favoured the setting 
up of some body of this kind. He 
referred in detail to the Dogger Bank 
case, in which, he said, in order to satisfy 
international feeling on the matter, a 
commission of inquiry was set up to find 
out the facts. Subsequently, when all the 
heat had died down, it was decide! that 
Russia should pay £65,000, or whatever 
the sum was. Sir Stafford Cripps ad- 
mitted that there was no comparison 
between the two eases, but he added: “I 
only give that as an instance of the way 
in which the Government and the House 
of Commons can deal with a very critica’ 
situation by allowing the heat to simmer 
down before any desperate action is taken 
to prejudice either one side or the other.”’ 

fi s understood, however, that the 
representatives of the British Government 
on Thursday night made it quite clear 
that they were not in favour of matters 
being held in suspense while some nebulous 
body, with no power to arbitrate, discusved 
the la number of financial matters 
which Mr. de Valera su should be 
dealt with. The Prime Minister, in con- 
senting to see Mr, de Valera, felt that he 
was bound to do all in his er to 
the dispute if possible, subject always to 
the condition of an Empire tribunal, if 
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marked to me that much money would be 
saved if farmers in Íreland would either 
dishorn their stock altogether, or clip the 
horns of those intended for export. While 
blunting the horns is undoubtedly desir- 
able, I am afraid the operation would not 
be permitted by the Department of Agri- 
culture, except with the use of an 
anasthetic.

SURREY BATSMAN GETS HIS 189th 


CENTURY AT. LORDS. 


ACK HOBBS at Lord's yesterday regis- 
tered his fourth ree | this year, the 
189th of his wonderfal career, and his 

6th in the Gentlemen and Players’ matches. 
Hobbs's score beat the record  stand- 
ing to the credit of W. G. Grace, who in 
contests of this Kind played fifteen three- 
figure innings, 

Batting with all his well-known skill, and 
displaying a fine variety of strokes, even if 
latterly not driving much, Hobbs scarcely 
ever found himeelf in any trouble, but in 
attempting sharp runs he repeatedly incurred 
a great risk of losing his wicket, and inci- 
dentally threw away those of two colleagues.
